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MURDER NEAR HONDURAS 


Of a Baptist Minister and 
His Family. 


I Shipwrecked Sailor Probably Guilty 


of the Crime. 


Arrested With the Clergyman's Money 


on His Person. 


P uf,RTO L in k en, Costa Rico. May 20.— 
Nows of a terrible tragedy has been received 
from Ruatat, an island off the north coast 
of Honduras. Rev. Mr. Hobbs, a Baptist 
m inister from the T inted States, bad been 
living at Florus Bay w ith his wife and 
daughter. Ho was preparing to leave the 
island for Belize, and had sold his property, 
receiving for it $500 in gold. 
Shortly before his intended departure a 
neighbor called to bid bim farewell. He 
knocked at th e door, and. receiving no 
sV n su e r, entered the house, th e door being 
unlocked. Finding no one in th e hall or 
parlor he called. Again there was no re­ 
sponse. Alarmed he searched the house, 
and. opening th e bedroom door, a sickening 
spectacle m et his e> a. 
Mr. Hobbs and his wife and child were 
dead, w ith their skulls sm ashed in. fheir 
heads nearly cut off and their bodies cov­ 
ered w ith wounds. 
They had evidently 
been m urdered in th eir sleep, and the 
wounds had been inflicted w ith a m achette. 
Tile bodies were cold,and the blood, which 
was spattered about the room and ran in 
pools on the floor, was dry and clotted. The 
m urder m ust have been com m itted two 
days before. 'Hie money had disappeared. 
The ob ect. therefore, was robbery. 
A shipwrecked sailor of Jam aica nam ed 
Bunnell, who had been taken in out of 
charity and cared for by the fam ily, disap­ 
peared about t ie sam e tim e and was ar­ 
rested 
just 
as he was 
about 
leaving 
the 
island 
on 
a 
fishing sm ack 
three days after tho discovery of th e m ur­ 
der. He obstinately declared his innocence, 
but a portion of the coin was found upon his 
person, and he has been fully com m itted 
for trial.

Saco, May Id .—Joshim C lark.an eccentric 
character, who has lived a h erm it’s life in 
the town of D ayton for more th an a au arter 
of a century, was found dead in hiB hovel 
W ednesday noon. 
Neighbors who found 
him 
report th a t his surroundings were 
squalid beyond description. Tho tum ble­ 
down shanty in which ho lived had been 
occupied in common by this old m an aud 
his flock of sheen, w ith whom ho seem ed on 
Letter term s than w ith hum anity. 
The body of a dead lam b served as a pillow 
for tho dead man. U nder his couch were 
tho carcasses of two sheen. The room was 
alm ost barren of furniture. 
I non a rickety 
table was a dish of raw salt pork, from 
w hich he is supposed to have eaten his last 
m eal. He was 82 years old, and supposed 
to 
be worth considerable property. He 
owned real estate, had money deposited in 
the Biddeford bank, also some held in trust 
for him ny a K ennebunk man. ( lark was 
well inform ed and had form erly tau g h t 
school in Saco and Bangor. He had distant 
relatives who have tried in vain to g et him 
to live like a civilized being. 


EXCLUSION L A W F U L . 


F ulteil State* Sn ore me Court Sustain* 
t'ongres* in Barring Out Chinamen. 
The U nited States Suprem e C oart has 
rendered an opinion in th e im portant case 
of Chaa Chang Ping, appellant, versus the 
collector of the port of San Francisco. 
Tills was a suit brought to tost th e con­ 
stitutionality 
of th e Scott Chinese ex­ 
clusion act. Shortly after th e Scott ex­ 
clusion act w ent into effect Chao Chang 
P ng returned to tho U nited States from 
C hina aud endeavored to secure entrance 
at tho port of 
San Francisco. He left 
this 
country 
arm ed 
w ith a certificate 
entitling 
him 
to return, but th e cer­ 
tificate 
was 
declared 
invalid 
by 
the 
Scott 
act. 
The 
collector 
refused him 
adm ittance amt the suit was then brought 
in the I n ted States Court for the district 
of California to test th e constitutionality of 
th e Scott act. in accordance w ith the pro­ 
visions of w hich the collectors acted. The 
California courts upheld the constitution­ 
ality of the act, ana from this decision the 
prise w ent to tile Suprem e Court on appeal. 
This court affirms th a t judgm ent. It holds 
that Congress has the power to abrogate a 
treaty, and in support of th at view cites the 
authorities of the courts on th e subject. 
Bolding th at the propriety of such action is 
pot a m atter of judicial cognizance, but th at 
It is a m atter for tho political departm ent. 
Congress, it says, has the power to exclude 
aliens from the country whose presence is 
deem ed m im ical to our interests. 


S E R IO U S C H A R G E S . 


V a l Irving Bishop Head W hen the 
Doctor* Carved HI in I 
N ew' Y o r k , May 
15.—The wife 
and 
m other of W ashington Irving Bishop, the 
m ind reader, claim th a t Bishop was not 
dead. but m erely in a trance, when tho 
physicians m ade th eir post m ortem exam i­ 
n a tio n , and th at his death was caused by 
th e surgical instrum ents. 
It seems th at 
b u t four hours elapsed from the tim e of his 
reported death u n til Drs. Irw in, Fergu­ 
son 
and House 
wore m aking 
a post­ 
m ortem 
exam ination 
of 
th e 
body. 
The widow of the m ind reader states 
th a t he had suffered several tim es from 
cataleptic attacks, and had lain in a trance, 
apparently dead, for periods varying from 
six to 52 hours. On one occasion, in Malta. 
she says, physicians pronounced him dead, 
and preparations were advised for hts inter­ 
m ent. His friends hold a different belief, 
and in a little over tw o days he recovered. 
About two years ago Bishop, while suffer- 
dng with a dangerous illness, was treated by 
'Dr. Them as S. Robertson of 28 East Twen­ 
tie th street, this city. W hile at th e doctor’s 
mouse he had a cataleptic attack and re­ 
m ained in a trancs-like condition for two 
days. 
H ie 
physicians 
who 
perform ed 
the 
autopsy, however, say there can be no pos­ 
s ib le doubt of Bishop's death, before the 
autopsy was decided upon. 


New S ta te s O rganizing. 
An election was held in South D akota 
May 14 for or against the “Sioux Falls” 
'constitution (so called because it was four 
>years ago adopted a t th a t city), upon which 
.the om nibus bill required another vote, and 
jfor the election of delegates to a conven­ 
tio n at Sioux Falls, such convention to com- 
Iplete the work to be done before th e presi­ 
d e n tia l proclam ation 
of statehood. The 
jwote was light, but th e m ajority in favor of 
th e constitution was overwhelm ing, while 
•the delegates elected to the convention 
•nave been two Republicans to one Demo­ 
c ra t, th a t division having been agreed upon 
‘before the election. 
In North D akota delegates were elected 
to the constitutional convention, which 
■wUl convene at Bism arck. July 4. There. 
as in South Dakota, the m inority party 
(Democratic) was given one-third of the 
delegates. The returns, so far as received, 
indicate th at, w ith a few exceptions, the 
agreem ent as to th e division of th e various 
delegations will he strictly adhered to. and 
th e m inority will be given a hearing when 
th e constitution is boing fram ed. 
Advices from m any parts of M ontana in­ 
dicate a dose election for the constitutional 
convention. N either party has more than 
give m ajority. H elena elected bye Republi­ 
cans and four Democrats.

ST. SAUVEUR LOST. 


Over 700 Houses in Quebec's Suburb De­ 
stroyed by Fire—Three Soldiers Killed 
by an Explosion. 
Q u e b e c , May ie .—The greatest conflagra­ 
tion in Canada for m any years occurred to­ 
day in the St. Sauveur suburb. 
St. Sauveur is a separate m unicipality 
from Quebec, but is separated by only tho 
w idth of the street. It has a population of 
15,OOO.many of whom are hom eless tonight. 
Only last night the St, Sauveur m unici­ 
pality refused an offer of the city corpora­ 
tion to supply them w ith w ater. 
For the 
w aut of w ater today the fire departm ent 
was practically useless. 
St. Sauveur is about one and a half m iles 
from the city proper, and was composed al­ 
most entirely of sm all wooden buildings, in­ 
habited by the poorer class. 
The tire started about m idnight in Mr. 
M cCairu’s property on St. V alier street, and 
spread in all directions w ith lightning like 
rapidity. W ithin half an hour it enveloped 
four blocks, and th e wind, shifting to the 
west. drove the dam es through building 
after building. The firem en fought desper­ 
ately. but in vain, aud it was plain the only 
way to check the fire was to m ake a break 
in the densely packed houses with dynam ­ 
ite. Battery B, under com m and of Major 
Scott, was called out. and a t once set about 
the work in hand. 
Suddenly an explosion took place in a 
house where M aor Short and his two gun­ 
ners were at work. It was prem ature, and 
Major Short and his m en were instantly 
killed. The bodies of the gunners were 
L und near the door, hom ely m angled. 
A fter a loDg search Major S hort’s body was 
discovered, m inus a leg and an arm , which 
were found somo distance from the trunk. 
All business was stopped in the city aud 
tho wildest excitem ent prevailed. 
The 
population of St. Sauveur were like crazy 
people. Everybody rushed here and there 
in the greatest confusion. 
The city itself 
was threatened. 
At 8 o’clock n atu re cam e to the rescue. 
A light rain began to fall and slightly 
chei wed the oonflazration. Then, too, tho 
wind changed to th e east, saving tho city 
from total destruction. 
But there was only ono relief for tho poor 
people of St. S auveur: the fire m ust burn 
itself out. 
Many bad escaped from home 
in their night clothes, and none had been 
able to save any considerable property. 
T heir houses were generally uninsured. 
They fled to th e fields ny scores w ith w hat 
effects they could save. 
The fire burned itself out, after reaching 
th e lim its of St. Sauveur. the tollgate keep­ 
e r’s house in Valier street being about the 
last to go. The district north and west of 
Massue and St. Ambroise streets has been 
sw ept clean, w ith the exception of a portion 
of \ alier street. 
About 700 houses were burned. As m any 
of them were tenem ents the num ber of 
fam ilies homeless is not less than 1200, 
com prising 5000 or 
CODO persons. 
The 
greater part of them are cam ped out iu the 
fields, while th e 
rem ainder have found 
shelter w ith friends in the city. 
Hon. Mr. H e rd e r and other prom inent 
m en are interesting them selves in behalf of 
the homeless people. Application has been 
m ade to Sir A. r. Caron for the use of a 
drill shed and other governm ent buildings 
to shelter those who are yet cam ped out iu 
the fields. 
The clergy are distributing 
food, and steps are being taken to organize 
a regular system of relief. 
The m ajority of the people burned out 
are of th e laboring class, and, as insurance 
rates are very high, few have anything to 
fall back upon. 
The Dominion governm ent having been 
appealed to. has placed the new arm ory and 
the old court house at the disposal of vic­ 
tim s. The local governm ent will hold a 
m eeting to decide upon m easures for tho re­ 
lief of the sufferers.

It is also 
m ore than likely th at t he commission has 
decided in favor of the absolute inde­ 
pendence of Samoa as soon as the peoplo 
there demonst", Ie their ahiiity to go au n e. 
The m ost im portant work of tho confer­ 
ence has been done by what is known as the 
w orking com m ittee, consisting of Dr. K rauel 
K rauel, assistant secretary of state for Ger- 
in an v ; amt Messrs. Scott and Bales, and to 
which .Messrs, Crowoand Phelps wore added 
his advisers. 
This com m ittee was also entrusted w ith 
th e work ct settling the form of tho gov 
em inent in Apia. It is rum ored th at tho 
plan agreed ou is th at America, G erm any 
and Kngland shall each appoint a repre­ 
sentative. and th at tin ce more m em bers of 
a hoard of control shall be chosen by tho 
ratepayers. No liquor shall be sold lo n a ­ 
tives, although foreigners can have such 
stores as they choose in 
their 
private 
houses. Fire arm s are only to be sold to 
the governm ent, and then only under cer­ 
tain restrictions which prevent their use 
OM ept for keening the peace. 
A plan for giving Sam oans a revenue has 
als" been devised which provides for the 
reestablishm ent of their right to impose 
im port aud export duties, which right is 
taken from them by tho existing Sam oan 
treaty. 
It is understood that tho repri s»u- 
tativos of the three governm ents have ex­ 
pressed confidence of boing aide to obtain 
from th eir governm ents this concession to 
help Samoans.

Mr. May brick, who was a prom inent m er­ 
chant. died w ith sym ptom s of slow poison­ 
ing. Ais brother Michael, known as Stephen 
Adams, a m usical composer, and other rela­ 
tives, hesitated to a cto n lh© reports circu­ 
lated as to the cati-e of death. 
Today the county m agistrate,

Bidden, accom panied by th ech icf of police, 
w ent to the M aybrick residence. 
They 
were told th at the lady was ill in bed. 
Medical men were sum m oned, and after an 
exam ination pronounced her fit to hear tho 
charge.

The chief of 
police responded th at ho had grave evi 
dence th at the woman had given aisenic to 
her husband from tim e to time. 
The officials w ent to the bedroom where 
the woman lay, haggard, but composed. 
The m agistrate directed th at she be re­ 
moved to the K irkdale jail, where sho Is 
now being attended by doctors and a nurse. 
The case has caused a groat sensation.

T h e F ir s t Knorin** of th e K in d E v e r 
H u ilt in T ill* C o u n tr y . 
[Riitlwav Age,} 
Four locomotives to be run by soda, which 
takes the place of fire under the boiler, have 
been built In Philadelphia. They are for 
service on the streets of Minneapolis. Minn., 
where steam engines are forbidden. The 
engine is about IO feet long, entirely boxed 
in. w ith no visible sm okestack or pipes, as 
there Is no exhaust or refuse. The boiler is 
of copper, 84Vu inches in diam eter and 
15 feet, long, having tubes running through 
it as in steam boilers. Inside the boiler will 
be placed five tons of soda, which, upon 
being dam pened by a jet of steam , produces 
an intense heat. In about six hours the 
soda is thoroughly saturated, when the 
action ceases. A stream of super heated 
steam from a stationary boiler is 
then 
forced through the soda which drives out 
thei m oisture and tho soda is ready for use 
again. The exhaust steam from the cylin­ 
ders Is used to saturate the soda, and by 
this m eans all refuse is used, 
These engines are the first of their kind 
th a t have been huilt in this country. They 
will have the sam* power as tnose used on 
tho New York elevated roads 
Soda en­ 
gines are used in Berlin and othor Euro­ 
pean cities very successfully, and thev also 
traverse the St. Gothard tunnel, under tho 
Alps, whore tho steam engines cannot be 
used because the tunnel cannot be venti­ 
lated so as to carry off tho noxious gases 
generated by a locomotive.

A m onum ent 
to th e dead G erm an soldiers who served in 
the Confederate arm y was dedicated here 
yesterday. 
The m onum ent was unveiled by 
IO little Germ an girls clad in w hite, while a 
G erm an hand played a G erm an choral. The 
dedicating prayer was in G erm an bv Castor 
Muller, and the dedication address was de­ 
livered by Senator H am pton, in 
whoso 
fam ous legion somo of th e G erm an soldiers 
fought 
In hi* address Senator H am pton said; 
"Wo regard our dead as m artyrs, and God 
forbid that any of th eir living com rades. 
their descendants to tho rem otest ages, 
should brand them as traitors. 
Words, my 
friends, aro not m erely em pty sounds; in 
the dom ain of history they are things, 
potent factors, not only in shaping events, 
Hut in placing those events in tl truo light 
bi tore the world, and we should never 
acknowledge th a t we ware rebels or traitors 
T hat question is to he decided by the ver­ 
dict of im partial history, aud th a t of po* 
ferity, and we m ay w-ell be satisfied to com 
rn it our cause and our conduct to those 
august tribunals. 
I et me not be under­ 
stood as discussing the m erits of the gr«at 
conflict which arrayed one section of the 
country against the other, which w rought 
sucli widespread devastation aud which 
cost so m uch in treasure and in the loss of 
so m any precious lives. 
“The questions which brought about th at 
unhappy w ar have been settled, and he is no 
true patriot who would strive to kindle the 
tires of sectional hate or reopen the wouiids 
which tho hand of tim e has healed. No 
higher duty can inspire tho heart of every 
patriot than tHat which impels him to de­ 
vote all his energies or m ind and body to 
m ake this country w orthy of the ad nitration 
and respect of the world, the fit, hom e for an 
tim e to come of Am erican freem en. This 
duty devolves on us of the Mouth as ur­ 
gently as upon any other citizens of this 
broad land, for w hatever may have been the 
issues which brought about civil war. avo 
m ust rem em ber th at now all. North. South, 
East and West, have nut one country and 
Constitution, to both of which our allegiance 
is duo. 
"But while we of th e South recognize this 
fact fully, It does not follow th at we should 
refuse to do honor to th e m em ory of our 
dead comrades. The mon who m ot us In 
battle would feel a just contem pt for us 
were we base enough to forget those who 
gave their lives for a canso which they and 
we believed, in our inm ost hearts, to be inst 
aud right.

lushness and bloodshed. 
M arshal Jones savs he ordered from "m s 
old experienced a cpu ties, four to G uthrie, 
Captain Karrick. A. S. Payne. J. O. bever- 
ens anil IL 8. Keyes, together w ith thres 
new appointees at th a t point." At Kin* 
I isher lie ordered two old denude* and t 
now m an. At O klahom a City he ordered 
J. B. Koonce, Asa Jones and Were-s W hite, 
besides G £ . T hornton, who b aa resided 
there for over a year aud who was appoint­ 
ed a m arshal six m onths ago. 
Koonce had 
been a deputy for over three years and 
Jones was appointed last January. 
At tile request of th e officer com m anding 
the troops at Alfred for a m arshal to cap­ 
ture hoise thieves, he appointed a couple of 
old deputies to th a t point. 
"I al*o appointed.” he says. "at th e re­ 
quest of an officer of th e Atchison & Santa 
Fe railroad, eight of their em ployes, m ost 
of whom were conductors constantly pass­ 
ing through the territory, in anticipation of 
lawlessness on the trains.

W a s h in g to n , May 17,—The interstate 
com m erce com m ission has issued a circu lar 
letter, addressed to the labor organizations 
of the country, soliciting inform ation and 
discussion upon th e question of federal reg­ 
ulation of safety appliance* on railroads. 
The letter reads as follows: 
The large num ber of accidents to em ­ 
ployes and passengers occurring on the rail­ 
roads of this country, und the pubho belief 
th at a g reat part of these m ight be avoided 
by the use of proper appliances, have led 
m any States to m ake the m echanical feat­ 
ures of railroad w orking the subject of 
statutory regulation. It is well known, 
however, 
th at 
in 
respect 
to 
some 
at least, of ttiese features, th e condition* 
are such th a t regulation, if attempted, can 
neither secure adequate benefit to the pub­ 
lic, nor be just to th e railroads them selves 
unless it be uniform ov erth e whole country. 
In 
view of this fact, and of the re­ 
quest of the railroad commissioners of 
th e country, as embodied In a reseda, 
tion adopted at th eir recent convention, 
th e interstate com m erce commission de- 
sires to call out as full information an I, dis. 
cussion as possible upon the question* of 
federal regulation of safety appliances) on 
railroads. 
Car couplers, train brakes, car lighting 
and heating, and the expediency 
of a 
federal board of inspection and of federal 
legislation will be discussed.

lf life ceases to be w o rth liv in g a fte r all 
m otive is ta k e n aw ay, th e n th o b est th in g 
we can do is to prolong th e period of s tim u ­ 
latio n by n o t usin g it all up in th e efforts of 
our e arlie r days.

it should satirize or burlesque som ething or 
somebody.

First, got your story; then w rite the 
libretto: afterw ards w rite the music, or 
have it w ritten. The music should be w rit­ 
ten to fit tho words. I do not think it pos­ 
sible to m ake 
the com plete work har­ 
monious by w riting words to tit music. 
Usually, one persou w rites the words, an­ 
et lier the music, lf the composer has the 
com plete libretto before bim toe can w rite 
music th at will harm onize w ith the charac­ 
ter* who sing. with the them es ot there 
songs, and with the color of their surround- 
in ts. There will be m artial siram s for the 
soldiers’ chorus, soft, sw eet sounds tor the 
lovers’ duet, and rollicking music for the 
patter song of the comedian 
Tuneful words suggest appropriate music 
m usic may suggest an idea. but does not

Everybody knows Billy Emerson, the m in­ 
strel, and who hasn’t heard or who hasn’t 
hum m ed Billy Em erson’s refrain: 
And I feel hut a* happy *» » his sunflower 
'I list nods kii<I bend* Iii the breezes, 
Anti my heart la as light 
As the wind that blow* 
lh e h aves fronvoff tile trees?* I 
The odds are ten to one th at the air of 
“The Big Sunflower” is as fam iliar from the 
Golden G ate to New York bay as “ Yankee 
Doodle.” and yet the sodk i* aolhing more 
than a negro m instrel doggerel, possessing 
neither sentim ent, thought, nor anv par­ 
ticular melody. Nevertheless, it has held a 
place for nearly a q u a rte r of a century, and 
gets, perhaps, more approval today than it 
did when first sung m B arr’s Opera House, 
St. Louis, way back in 1867. 
Em erson was the originator of "T he Big 
Sunflower,” as he was of tho “gallus” or 
natty darky in m instrelsy. The song wa* 
composed to suit the character, which from 
th a t tim o on gradually took the place of the 
.lim Crow” plantation hand and his slap­ 
dash Kuooit-about idea of fun. W hrleEm er- 
gon does not claim full credit for the words 
or tune th a t have outlived so m any more 
m eritorious productions, it was m ainly his 
idea. 
E ddie Fox is responsible for the 
music and Bobby Newcombe for the words. 
It was Emerson wbo recognized its “catchi­ 
ness,” and rescued It from oblivion. Do 
you rem em ber the verses? Here they are 
as first w ritten and as they still exist: 
There u a charm I can't explain 
About a slrl 1'ce teen, 
My heart beata fast a* ab? gee* past 
Iii a dark dross trimmed with green;

The wire is very fine and light, 
being of No. 17 silicon bronze, w eighing 24 
pounds to the span. T his line has already 
withstood several strong gales rn a m ost sat­ 
isfactory m anner.

Ago by Inventive Yankees. 


O rono. Me,. May 17.—Probably the pro­ 
portion of people who when they light a 
m atch know just 
how th at m atch was 
made, tho care w ith which the wood was 
selected, and the m any processes through 
which it passed, is loss than one in a hun­ 
dred. Although an article of every day use 
and among all reonle, tho m anufacturers 
have iii the past been so reticent about 
speaking of their business th a t little has 
been generally known of m atch-m aking. 
In this pretty little town, eight m iles up the 
river from the eastern M aine m etropolis of 
Bangor, the m anufacture of m atches has 
been carried on constantly for 4o years, aud 
the place has doubtless been better known 
through the famous Orono m atch than in 
any ot lier way. 
In many sections of th e country m atclp 
factories have been established in recent 
years, but the split m atch had its origin til 
Orono and was invented by ingenious Y’an- 
ltees, whose native place was am ong the 
lulls of tlio Green M ountain State. Forty- 
three years ago Anson, Jam es and Charles 
Allen, three young V erm ont farm ers, who 
were gifted with moro than th e ordinary 
am ount of brains, discovered a chem ical 
composition which m ade a better m atch 
than any then In use. 
Not considering 
their hom e in V erm ont a good locality to 
put their discovery to a practical use. all 
three of them cam e to M aine and settled in 
the town of Wayne, in the Kennebec valley. 
Then they boldly launched out into the 
m atch m anufacturing enterprise, and the 
departure was an instant success. Their 
business grow so fast th a t one of them , 
Jam es, decided th at tie could do better in 
establishing a separate factory, and he 
accordingly cam e to < )rono, 40 years ago, 
and commenced business alone. Ho hail 
been engaged hero but a very short tim e 
when he wrote his brothers th at they had 
adopted a poor polioy in establishing tho 
two competing factories, aud th at bv a con­ 
solidation more money could be m ade in 
tho business. This letter is preserved in 
the present factory as an interesting relic of 
Hie past. Anson and Charles evidently con­ 
sidered his views wise ones, for they im m e­ 
diately left W'avnu aud cam e to Orono, 
where thin commenced energetn ally boom­ 
ing their factory, t ory soon Jam es Allen’s 
interest was purchased by the other two 
brothers, and he w ent to M assachusetts, 
where he engaged in business. 
The factory was then a very sm all build­ 
ing situated on the river bank, and in four 
years they had outgrown it and moved to a 
factory on the present site. Previous to the 
rem oval Anson Alien had purchased his 
brother’s interest, the latter retiring on 
account of failing health, aud was soon 
after appointed United States consul to the 
Berm udas, where lie rem ained until his 
death. This left Anson Allen alone, and in 
two i ears after his removal ho doubled tho 
size of his now factory, so very fast did Ids 
business grow. 
Ile was alone until 1802, 
when Henry C. Powers of Orono purchased 
a half interest, aud the firm has since boon 
Allen & Powers, under whose nam es the 
Oiouo m atch has become celebrated- 
Air. Allen did little business atter the new 
firm was formed, having acquired a large 
fortune. Ho devoted tho latter years of hts 
life to scientific study, and was known as 
ono of tho loading authorities on natural 
history in New England. At his death ho 
had one of tho finest collections of birds in 
Hie country, and had added m uch to tho 
popular inform ation in that line through 
ins contributions to scientific works. Mr. 
Allen died five years ago, but Mr. Powers 
continued at the head ot the business until 
last year, when failing health compelled 
him to letire, and he died a few weeks ago. 
The head of this extensive m anufactur­ 
ing business is now H airy AV. Powers, a 
youg m an who w in not be out of his tw en­ 
ties for some years yet, but who has been 
acquainted for a lopg tim e with the process 
of m atch-m aking, and is m anaging the 
factory w ith raro'sasacity and good judg­ 
ment. He graduated in 1883 from the de­ 
partm ent of chem istry in tho Maine State 
( Allege, and therefore combines theoretical 
with practical knowledge. 
Probably no 
m atch factory in the country is owned and 
m anaged by so young a man, but Mr. Pow­ 
ers possesses every quality which should 
m ake him successful in tim business. 
W hile this history of the firm has nothing 
w hatever to do w ith a description of the 
process of m atch-m aking, it Is. nevertheless, 
very interesting, and especially so in New 
Bogland. It is related th at when the fac­ 
tory was first established its 
patronage 
cam e alm ost exclusively from the country 
m erchants, who would drive to Orono at 
certain tim es in the year, very regularly. 
and obtain the supply which was intended 
to last them until their next regular trip. 
In this m anner n e a rly the whole of Maine 
was supplied. But with tho coming of the 
railroad 
lines the trade 
changed and 
business expanded 
The product of the factory was then all 
shipped by rail, and the trade which had 
previously been confined to Maine was ex­ 
tended to all parts of New England. Now 
tho m atches are shipped as far south as 
M aryland, and are known everywhere from 
the fact th a t they differ in size aud m ake­ 
up from the m atches of other makes. In 
com m encing a description of tho m atch­ 
m aking process one needs to go first to Hie 
very forests where the wood which is used 
is found. In form er years, thedays when the 
famous tim ber pine, which gave Maine tho 
nam e of th e Pine Tree State, was plentiful 
there was no difficulty in securing the finest 
quality of m atch tim ber iii abundance, but 
now everything is changed. Tho tim ber 
pine has long since become alm ost a thing 
of the past, and tho m atches have to be 
m ade from the second growth of pine. ne­ 
cessitating m uch tim e, care and trouble in 
its selection. 
E xperienced employes of the factory, 
who have for years been accustomed to the 
work, are sent each season through the 
Penobscot river lum ber mills to select the 
m atch tim ber. It m ust he fine and straight 
grained, free from knots aud pitch, and 
substantially perfect pine timber. 
W hen a 
sufficient supply lias been received tho logs 
are sawed at the mills, where they are 
formed into two-inch pine planks, aud 
these are shipped to tho factory, where they 
are stocked in dry sheds and rem ain a year. 
In th a t tim e they are thoroughly seasoned 
and are taken to the mill connected with 
the factory, where they are sawed bv a 
cross-cutting process into blocks 2 6-10 
inches long, or exactiy the length of a fin­ 
ished m atch. 
This process is a very interesting one, 
and tho blocks drop from Hie side of the 
saw w ith astonishing rapidity. 
From the 
great piles in w hich they all fall they are 
transported to great, cavernous-looking 
dry-houses, whore for three weeks the tem ­ 
perature is kept at 140° Fahrenheit, during 
which tim e the most stubborn piece of 
m atchw ood becomes thoroughly kiln dried 
by the steady and intense heat. They are 
then carried into Hie tower story of the 
m aiu factory building, where there is a 
large room filled w ith skilled workmen, 
who sit on low stools, arm ed w ith sharp 
littlo hatchets and w ith chopping blocks 
before them . 
At the side of each workm an is a pile of 
the rough and irregular m atch blocks as 
they come from the drying kilns, and this 
is constantly replenished as it is sorted. 
Tho w orkm en handle the blocks very rap­ 
idly, and w ith their hatchets trim out every 
little knot, and poor grained portion. It is 
very rarely the case that a block is found 
requiring no trim m ing and through long 
practice the workm en become very dex­ 
trous in their handling of the wood. I he 
work is such th a t it m ust be done by hand, 
as no m achine ever can he invented to ac­ 
com plish tho same purpose. The waste m a­ 
terial IB very targe in this iv urn, aud it is alt 


carried to the furnace room and used in 
heating the boilers which furnish the steam 
power for th e factory. 
The selected blocks pass from the hands 
of these w orkm en to the planing room, 
w here one end of them is m ade perfectly 
sm ooth in tho planing m achines put in for 
the purpose. Passing from the planers tile 
blocks go into the Hirable fingers of boys 
who rapidly coat the rough end w ith a prep 
aration of gluo which is spread on very 
thickly, in all these operations, however, 
the length of th e m atch block is preserved. 
A thin and very tough m anilla paper is then 
spread upon Hie glue and tho block presents 
a curious appearance when this operation is 
concluded. 
The blocks are then conveyed to the split­ 
ting machines, after the gluo is given a 
chance to dry. and here one of Hie most 
delicate processes of the whole m anufacture 
is carried out. T he knives of those ma­ 
chines move w ith great rapidity, and the 
men whu work at them are obliged to use 
tho utm ost skill and care in order not to be 
severely cut, and also to prevent spoiling 
every m atch block wiiich they handle. The 
blocks are moved under the knives side­ 
wise at first, and thou turned and pushed 
lengthw ise into tile machines. AV lien they 
come out they look like brushes m ade of 
wood, as the back is held together by the 
glued paper, and each one of the little pro 
Tooting splints of pine is one-tw eltth or an 
inch square. T here is also a great waste in 
this m achine, for the slightest variation in 
the accuracy of tho "feeding” of the »ia- 
ctiino will destroy an entire m atch block. 
Tho men who handle tho m achine m ust 
always he sure th at they are giving one- 
tw elfth of an inch feed, and the work there­ 
fore becomes very delicate. E xnert work­ 
men are kept at the splitting m achines all 
tho tim e, but waste cannot bo wholly elim i­ 
nated even then. All the blocks which 
come from these m achines in condition for 
further developm ent aro placed in trays, so 
shallow th a t the head of the em bryo m atch 
is just visible over the sides and about three 
feet square. 
H ie men carry these trays again into dry- 
rooms, where for six hours they are exposed 
to a tem perature of leo in order to drive 
away any bit of m oisture which may bo re­ 
m aining in them . Then tray after tray ts 
taken from the room and carried to the first 
"dipping” room. The odor here is such th at 
only the workm en can stand it. and it is an 
excellent chanco to obtain a whiff of tbs 
future realm , apout which some of the 
preachers discourse so gleefully. 
Around this room are brick furnaces, the 
tops ot which are covered by Iron plates 
about half an Inch in thickness, and kept 
intensely hot. 
The trays containing the 
splintered blocks are inverted, allowing the 
latter to fall out upon the iron plates. Tho 
object is to bring tho blocks to an intensely 
hot tem perature w hile not burning them, 
but in doing this many aro burned and 
throw n aside as waste m aterial. This last 
heating process is for the purpose of pre­ 
paring Hie m atch blocks for dipping in euro 
m elted sulphur, which process is carried 
out in this room. The sulphur is contained 
iii 
shallow 
iron 
pans, 
about 2*a feet 
squall', and tho ends of Hie hot m atcli 
splints are dipped lightly into it. one block 
at a time, and then laid aside to cool. 
W ere it not for the heating of the blocks 
the m elted sulphur would cool into one con 
glom erated mas?, but as it is each splint re­ 
ceives a thin oolicate coating of the sul­ 
phur which when cool m akes the m atch 
appear as if it had been painted w ith a yel­ 
low paint. The soft pine wood alm ost ab­ 
sorbs tim sulphur and m any people, inex­ 
perienced in the art. would think th a t it 
really did. but there is (mite a distinction 
boro. Not m ote than two m inutes is re­ 
quired for tho sulphur coating to cool. 
The littlo process which the unfinished 
m atch passes through iii this departm ent of 
the factory is an im portant one Iii several 
senses. The m ain one is th at right, here 
comes thedistinguishing point of difference 
between the sulphur m atch and tho parlor 
match. Tho latter, instead of undergoing 
tho sulphur hath, is im m ersed in paraffine. 
and this niixturedoes not cause the peculiar 
odor noticed from the ordinary m atch. 
Hence its appropriate cognom en—parlor 
match. 
From the sulphur room in tho factory, 
which Is on the lower floor, the m atch 
blocks pass up the elevators to the second 
story, where they are piled linfreat stacks Jn 
the composition-room. This is the delicate 
point in tho m atchm aker’s story of the 
m anufacture. 
"Any m an,” ho said to Tmh G l o b e repre­ 
sentative, 
“can 
m ake 
a split 
m atch, 
although no one has succeeded in im itating 
ours, but this composition is our own." 
They are using the same "com po” in the 
factory which tho threo Allen brothers dis 
covered In tho early days of tho m anufac 
Hire, when m achinery, as an ald in tlreir 
work, was unknow n. 
The form ula by 
which it is m ade has always been kept a 
secret and handed down from ono head of 
the family to another. Probably thoro are 
not two factories in Hie country using t ho 
same composition, and the difference in the 
m ixture is most clearly shown in the vary­ 
ing force required to light different kinds of 
m atches by striking them against a hard 
surface. 
The principal ingredients of the "com po” 
aro glue aud phosphorous, but there are 
other m inor ones, and no one knows in just 
w hat proportions they are put together, it 
is curious to notice tho jealous secrecy by 
which this m atter of the m atch compo 
sition is guarded. M anufacturers will not 
adm it strangers to their factories in some 
places on this account, so tearful are they 
th at some crafty individual will steal this 
m ighty secret. 
But to continuo the description, Iii this 
largo room there aro "set” pans all ar ural 
the sides which contain the "com po,” an 
oily, heavy-looking liquid of a dull brick­ 
red hue. 
The pans are about 2Vs feet 
square and quito shallow. 
A w orkm an 
stands in frontof each one of them , and the 
m atched blocks aro piled up high by his 
sides, Al) the dipping is done w ith his 
right hand, aud w ith this he seizes a block 
ny its hack and lightly touches the ends of 
tho diverging splints to tho composition. 
Tim well-tram eo operatives know just how 
hard to press against the heavy liquid in 
the pans, and they handle the blocks so 
delicately that w hen they are lifted each 
little splint is soon to bear a cap of the 
"compo,” and it is soldom th at a m an 
handles one of the large m atcli blocks so 
th at oven two of tho m atcli heads will be 
found glued together by tho sticky mass. 
The blocks require but one hath in the 
composition, and they aro then placed upon 
large drying tables, where they stand until 
they are thoroughly dry, tile operation gen­ 
erally requiring about half an hour. Tho 
stage is now reached where the m atches are 
in their dangerous condition. They take 
fire very easily, and a constant watch has to 
be kept upon them to prevent a serious 
blaze. This part of the factory is so arranged 
th a t it can be deluged with water, and dur­ 
ing all the years th a t it has been in opera­ 
tion no serious fire has occurred there, 
although the burning of m atches is alm ost 
a daily occurrence. The waste in the stock 
after this room is reached is som ething re­ 
m arkable, thousands of m atches being de­ 
stroyed every day by these m inor blazes. 
Bassing I rom tho drying tables, the m atch 
blocks enter upon their final oporatiou by 
being transferred to a large room around 
which on all slues passes a table, where 
girls sit at their work. Very pretty girls 
Ute these Orono thatch factory employes, 
although beauty is notone of the require­ 
m ents for good success in the business. 
They are arm ed w ith long, slender, wicked- 
looking knives, and they lightly grasp tho 
large blocks and trim eaoh of them in such 
a m anlier th at it is dividedfiuto sm all bun­ 
ches, IO m atches square, m aking a bunch 
containing IOO. 
The work is deftly done, and requires 
very little tim e, and the little hunches pass 
from the cutters to tho hands of other girls, 
who foil them up in tissue paper ready to 
he packed in quarter gross bundles. Quite 
frequently in cutting into Hie blocks the 
whole of the m atches are ignited, and in 
such cases the girl does not run or climb 
u p o n her stool and scream, hut she coolly 
plunges the burning mass into the recesses 
of an enorm ous sponge, which is kept bv 
her side, soaked w ith w ater all the tim e for 
just such uses as this. The girls by long 
training become well accustom ed to theso 
little fires, and never m ind them in the 
least.

Everybody w ants a tennis costume now a­ 
days w hether they m ay the gam e or not. 
for it is an appropriate and com fortable 
dross for sum m er m ornings in the country, 
and from the wide latitude allowed in the 
choice of colors and design it can always he 
m ade becoming. 
In fact, the tennis cos­ 
tum e may be worn at any hour of the day. 
except during the evening, and at some 
resorts, notably at Bar Harbor, youths and 
m aidens even attend the festive hop in this 
inform al attire. T his is a custom bv po 
m eans to be com m ended, however. B ut . »»• 
w ear during the day too m uch cannot bo 
said in praise of the gay, com fortable and 
Incom ing attire. 
The m aterial generally chosen for tennis 
stills this season is smooth-finished tiannel. 
striped in dainty colors, showing delicate 
rather than pronounced contrasts. 
The 
heavy blanket flannels are no longer used, 
and m any like even the heavier grades of 
serges instead of flannels. Home dotted 
m aterials are used, hut In this as in nearly 
every other line this season the preference 
seems to bo m ost decidedly for stripes. 
Among tho now ana pretty patterns is one 
having a pale blue ground, on which is a 
cluster of narrow w hite lines, blocked off 
by black ; another is of solid blue and w hite 
in regular bars; still another shows dark 
blue, pink, mode, red and w hite on a mode- 
colored g ro u n d ; and a rather striking de­ 
sign consists of broad Pink, blue aud mode 
stripes. 
H arper's Bazar says the striped Scotch 
flannels used for tenuis gowns are of any 
color desired in stripes alternating w ith 
white. These flannels are of three kinds. 
one of m ixed wool and cotton, another of 
wool and silk, and a third of wool, cotton 
and silk. The first of these is more durable 
and washes w ithout shrinking, a point very 
m uch in its favor for w ear at the dam p and 
foggy seaside resorts. The others are hand­ 
somer, 
however, 
m ade 
so 
by 
th eir 
showy st ripes of silk. Another pretty fabric 
is washing silk in soft, dull colors, of which 
the whole gown may bo m ade or. more fre­ 
quently. only the blouse. The striped flan­ 
nels are very effective for tennis skirts 
when made in accordeou plaits, tim colored 
stripe showing on the outside and giving 
the appearance of a sk irt of th at solid color 
until some m ovem ent on the part of tho 
wearer brings the inner w hite stripes into 
view. The striped m aterial thou m akes the 
hla/er, while the plaiu w hite wool forms 
the blouse or tennis shirt. 
Flam w hite or blue Isle of W ight serges 
are combined with striped or dotted flannel 
by way of trim m ings. 
The inevitable dlrootoire revers and the 
lapped om pire bodices have appeared even 
in tennis dresses, but they are not so com­ 
m endable as are the more usual models. 
The jaunty hat worn w ith these costumes 
may either m atch the sk irt in color or be of 
some 
bright hue such will produce a 
lively contrast with it. The helm et. Tam 
O’S hanter or soft h at crushed to suit the 
face, are used for the purpose, and becom­ 
ingness is tho guide followed in choosing 
among them . 
I he shoos are of undressed brown kid. 
m ounted in seal or crocodile loather, or 
m ade altogether of uncolored leather; laced 
w ith ties of tho sam e shade. Canvas shoes 
are com fortable 
b ut they are not very 
pretty. 
One of the most ornam ental adjuncts pf 
the tenuis costume, however, is the wide 
sash of soft silk, which Is also used on so 
m any other dresses with excellent effect. 
Those sashes are worn by both ladios and 
gentlem en, and are usually in gay colors, as 
dark red striped w ith salmon pink. Hootch 
plaids in great variety and all tho popular 
com binations of color. 
A gay and pretty gown has rose-colored 
wool made up like a pinafore apron, show ing 
rose and w hite striped flannel in the belted 
waist and round skirt beneath it. 
Tho 
pink wool is cut in a low square on tho 
chest and back, w ith the ends carried up 
to button on the shoulders, and is then 
belted below, th e stripes show ing on the 
sides and at the top above the square 
opening 
and on 
tim 
standing 
collar. 
Tim full 
sleeves 
aro 
of 
tho 
Phjin 
wool, 
with 
deep 
striped cuffs. 
The 
apron front, a 
part 
of 
the pinafore, 
is a square-oornered breadth pleated to the 
belt at the top and curved out on the sides 
to show the stripes of the skirt. The wide 
pink belt laps in front, is pointed there, and 
fastened by a w hite leather buckle. A cord 
of rose pink wool passes around the waist 
and drops low on the left to hold a pocket 
of woollen net. The wide, soft-bnuimod 
h at is of felt or of soft straw faced w ith 
oink woo), and a stiff feather Is thrust 
through the brim, w hile thick ostrich 
plum es aro on the crown. 
Designs for other pretty tennis gowns aro 
given below, tho m ost of them being shown 
also in the accom panying illustrations.

about all. Here are a few rules th at every­ 
body is supposed to know, but w hich, sim ­ 
ple as they are. are often disregarded : 
Spread the napkin over th e knee, and n ot 
over th e chest. 
Take soup trout th e side of the spoon: 
do not tip the soup p la te ; e at soup w ith o u t 
m aking gurgling noises. 
Hold the fork when in th e left hand w ith 
handle in the hollow of th e hand, w hen m 
the right hand, using it w ith prongs up­ 
ward, bold it between th e forefinger and 
tnuinb- T ake up on the fork only so m uch 
as it can easily carry, and do not load it w ith 
the knife.

A void bend ing over your plate or dropping 
your head too low, or th ru stin g vour elbows 
out,or sitting w ith your back turned to your 
neighbor. 
T ake care not to eat too heartily or to tak e 
too largo m outhfuls. An elegant m anner 
at table is impossible unless one eats slowly 
aud quietly, w ith sm all m outhfuls. In short, 
elegant m anners at table consist m ainly in 
doing nothing th at attracts attention.

Mind-Reader Bishop. 


Dinger #f Catalepsy, as Suggested in 
This Extraordinary Case. 


The Law on Premature Autopsies Should 


Be Enforced. 


Nisvr York. May IS.—It is fortunate for 
th e world at large th at the outrage perpe­ 
trated by a precipitant autopsy happened 
in a case which com pelled publicity. Had 
it been Tom Jones, or any other unknown 
ineonspicuosity, no notice would have been 
taken of th e fact. but because it was the 
body of a well-known, indeed, a celebrated 
m an. Irving Bishop, which was infam ously 
treated, public 
attention was arrested, 
colum ns of denunciation are published, aud 
an 
opportunity 
is given on which to 
hinge a m uch-needed 
lesson. 
A great 
deal is done in the alleged interest of 
science to these poor bodies of ours w hich 
should not be tolerated, indeed, which 
would not lie tolerated in my case or yours, 
b u t which is a continuity of occurrence 
am ong the poor, th e unprotected, and par­ 
ticularly those who h are been supported at 
th e public expense. Many years ago a very 
near and dear friend said to m e : "If Id le 
before you, don’t let m e be buried until a 
knife has penetrated some vital portion of 
m y body.” 
This friend has a m ortal dread 
of being buried alive, and I gave th at prom ­ 
ise as a relief to a really nervously excited 
individual, who had experienced in the case 
of a friend th at m ost terrible of anxieties, 
apprehension of prem ature burial. 
The doctors are excited. 
And the doctors ought to be 
excited. 
I h at students need facilities in the dissect­ 
ing room needs no argum ent. T hat there is 
no other way to learn than through the 
process of dissection, 
intelligently con­ 
ducted. needs no argum ent; th at an infinity 
of sensibility deadening horse plav goes on 
in dissecting rooms is no proof th at intelli* 
gently conducted dissections are futile. No 
m an of common sense would b u tt bis head 
against a stone w all of th at description, but 
th ere are proper ways, legitim ate m ethods, 
of ob tam lug bodies for this purpose, and 
th e law in this city, and presum ably in all 
ethers, opens the door wide for the purpose 
of encouraging, aiding and advancing sci­ 
ence in this direction. 
I am not a t all alarm ed about the doctors. 
They are abundantly able to care for 
them selves, and the facilities at th eir dis­ 
posal are so trem endous, so widespread, 
th a t th ere need be no anxiety lest they be 
cram ped in th eir search for knowledge, in 
their endeavor to perfect them selves in this 
most needed branch of their practice. It is. 
however, desirable th a t form sshould be ob- 
terved, th a t laws should be obeyed, th a t 
feelings should be respected, and, above 
All. 
th at 
sensibility 
should 
not 
be 
trodden under foot. Catalepsy im plies, as 
I understand it, a cessation of apparent 
working ot th e brain. To all outw ard indi­ 
cation, there is no action of Jhe senses or of 
m entality, but th e action of th e heart and 
of the lungs continues. Sometimes this ac­ 
tion continues so im perceptibly that, ac­ 
cording to popular idea, the patient is dead. 
Experts, however, and every physician who 
is w illing to practice at such a tim e, and to 
decide at such a tim e, should consider him ­ 
self an expert, are very chary in pronounc- 
in ed o ath , w ithout subm itting the patient to 


S o n iK C r u c i a l T e s t . 
A. friend of m ine who has been afflicted 
from infancy w ith catalepsy is to all lay 
judgm ent dead, but he is perfectly con­ 
scious of everything th a t goes on, hears 
every word th a t is spoken, and is in such a 
condition of terror as to be in danger of ul­ 
tim ate insanity, lest death should bo an­ 
nounced and burial be afforded. According 
to Mrs.Bishop,her son has been afflicted w ith 
th is dreadful visitation for m any years. 
A fter trem endous m ental effort he loses con­ 
trol of him self, and passes into an unknow a­ 
ble realm ,from which nature unaided brings 
him after tbe lapse of a greater or lesser 
period of lim e. This had been the case 
w ith him repeatedly, and in most interest­ 
ing and heart-touching interviews, with 
overflowing eves and tear-stained cheeks, 
and trem bling tongue and broken boart, 
th e old lady told tbe story of her son's un­ 
fortunate 
condition. 
It 
seems 
th at 
Irving 
had 
sim ilar 
attacks when he 
wa& 
but G years of 
age. His fam ily 
physician pronounced him dead, others pro­ 
nounced him dead, the knife was applied 
in order th a t he m ight be stung into con 
eciousness if alive. In face of all this, how­ 
ever. the m other intuitively felt it was a 
case not yet concluded,and the consequence 
w as he cam e out and lived to be a man. 
W hen he was 14 yearn of age he was 
stricken in th e sam e way. The doctors 
pronounced him 
dead, a certificate of 
burial was prepared, but on the fourth day 
be recovered. 
You see my point? 
It would be unbecom ing in a laym an to 
txpress an opinion, pro or con, in this p ar­ 
ticular case. I only say th a t the repeated 
Instances of this cataleptic condition, last­ 
ing three, four, six, eight days, he being 
pronounced dead, and his m other being re­ 
garded as insane because she refused to bury 
him, and bis ultim ate recovery, afford a 
most suggestive and a m ost pregnant text, 
which 
cannot 
be 
too 
thoroughly 
thought 
about, 
and 
cannot 
be 
in 
tbe 
narrow 
lim its 
of 
a 
contribu­ 
tion 
exhaustively 
treated. 
It 
is, 
as 
I recall to your m ind, sim ply because it is 
the case of Irving Bishop th a t you heard of 
It. H ad it been the case of a hospital pa­ 
tient, of a m an in lowly life, there never 
would have been a word said, yet his m other 
Would have felt as bad, and his friends 
would have been as truly outraged, and his 
bodjr would have been as thoroughly m uti­ 
lated ; b u t this doubt would never have 
cornein th e public m ind. because th e inci­ 
d ent w ouldjiever have been brought to the 
public’s attention. In any event, in this 
case the physician violated the law, which 
violation is a m isdem eanor, for th e law ex­ 
pressly says th a t no autopsy under any cir­ 
cum stance shall be m ade until the patient 
has been dead 12 hours. 
The social features of this are m ost ex­ 
traordinary and most revolting. 
This young m an had been sitting in a 
sompany of gay and festive players. The 
Lam bs’ Chih, a reputable organization to 
w hich, in m arked contrast witti the Play­ 
ers’ Club, many actors belong, has. on Sun­ 
day nights, scenes of festivity and social 
relaxation. On these occasions the 
A r ig h t St«n of th e P ro fe ssio n 
assem ble in th eir meeting-rooms. and each 
in his line does the best he can for Hie com­ 
mon entertainm ent. Irving Bishop was a 
guest on this occasion, only last Sunday 
night, and subm itted him self to tests exact­ 
ing in the extrem e, the successful standing 
of which stam ped him as a phenomenon, 
abnorm al in bis m entality, extraordinary 
in his nervous susceptibility. He was seized 
w ith a fit, from which he cam e greatly 
exhausted, hut determ ined to conquer. 
Again he subm itted to a test of m ost ex tra­ 
ordinary proportions. 
This tim e he tri­ 
um phed so signally as to win prolonged, 
unfeigned, 
enthusiastic 
com m endation. 
T hen, as though the suprem e altitude had 
been touched, he fell, aud passed into the 
condition from which he never m ore can 
come. Among the observers of his won­ 
derful w ork, and of the extraordinary 
attainm ents of his m entality were the 
doctors. 
They 
also 
saw 
him 
in 
his 
fit, 
and 
w orked 
zealously 
in 
his 
behalf. E verything know n in their wide 
range of inform ation was done to restore 
their friend and associate and patient to bis 
norm al condition. 
Failing in this, they 
pronounce him dead, and in less tim e than 
th a t perm itted by the ordinary butcher to 
c opse before carving the beef upon our 
tables, they w ent at the still warm body, 
w hich Put a m om ent before, com paratively, 
had been the tenem ent w herein dw elt a 
m aster m ind, a God given intellect, an 
eternal som ething whose m ystery none 
could explain, whose subtle faculties none 
could understand, whose m arvellous in­ 
genuity puzzled all who had ever witnessed 
Its m anifestations. 
This wa- brutalizing, 
I don't care how devoted to science those 


w ith m e socially, am icably, pleasantly now. 
' and cut mo up w ithin two hours, I being 
dead. Fam iliarity breeds contem pt, con 
I stnnt practice and association w ith bodle* 
alive and bodies dead m ust of necessity 
deaden sensibility, and w h at is one m an’s 
desire is another's abhorrence, but it isn't 
of th a t alone I speak. 
I should bo very 
sorry if physicians and surgeons bad the 
s a m e horror of a dead body th at ordinary 
m en and women have. 
I should be ex­ 
trem ely reluctant to have a m an whose nose 
was as sensitive and whose stom ach was as 
qui kly unset as m ine to attend me when I 
was very ill. 
It w ouldn't be very pleasant 
to have to 
apologize 
to a doctor 
for 
the 
condition 
of 
this, 
th at 
or 
the 
other patient, who was disagreeable to 
sense. W e expect th at k ml of blunting, or, 
perhaps, to bo mo o accurate, wo recognim 
in physicians iheir ability to rise above 
m ere sense, and to Keen clear in head and 
undisturbed in physique under circum ­ 
stances th at would utterly unnerve and 
unm an tho ordinary individual; but th at s 
not the point. There being no necessity for 
any autopsy w hatever; there being a law 
which expressly says there shall bo non© 
under 12 hours, and there bebite another 
w hich says th a t none shall be bad w ithout 
the perm ission ante-m ortem of the patient 
or post-mortem of his relatives, it is im pos­ 
sible to conceive the 
M 
condition of these friends, these associates, 
these com rades, who now do their best to 
save bim , and ihen. he being in (heir opin­ 
ion gone, do their best to m ake him unpre- 
scntao e. 
The further thought is dreadful indeed. 
And I don’t doubt th a t if it could be 
brought hom e to th e inuer consciousness of 
these gentlem en who are resnectatde m em ­ 
bers of an honored profession, tney would 
feel as badly about it as others do. It is a 
terrible thought, suggested by the m other's 
unim peachable record as to her son s prior 
experiences, th at possibly he was living 
w hen the knife took hold of him.
